General of Cuba. Makes a Very Different 
Iteport to the Spanish Government. 
Washington, March 3. — The presi- 


dent sent to the senate a report made 
by Secretary Olney on the resolution 
requesting the correspondence in the 
case of Dr. Ricardo Ruiz. The report 
suggests the inadvisability of supply- 
ing the correspondence at this time, 
which suggestion the president in- 
dorses, saying it would be "incompati- 
ble with the public interest to do so 
pending the public <vn'd exhaustive in. 
vestigation about to be instituted." 


The president adds the suggestion 


"that the consul general should have 
professional aid in such investigation, 
though that matter, together with the 
selection of the particular persons to 
act with him, properly devolves upon 
my successor in office." 


Instead of transmitting the official 


correspondence the secretary supplies 
an account 
of his own composition 


covering the essential 
facts in the 


case. 
He says that Ruiz, a native of 


Cuba, came to this country during the 
revolution which terminated in 1878 
and studied dentistry at Philadelphia. 


Declaring his intention to become a 


citizen of the United States in 1877, he 
received his final papers in 1880. 


After this he returned to Cuba and I 


has resided there since. He details 
Ruiz's arrest on Feb. 4, of which he 
says the department was immediately 
informed, but that nothing more was 
heard 
in. the matter until Feb. 17,

Suppose a judge were sit- 
ting on the bench here in the trial of a 
case, and after it had been acted upon 
ihe McOonnellsvilieHerald should have 
reason to believe the court had been 
corrupted or had erred in any way, 
why should not Mr. Busk have a right, 
through the Herald, to criticise? But 
if he should do so the judge could sum- 
mon Mr. Bnsk to appear before him 
and therenpou fine him $100 or $500 
anl send him to jail for three days or 
three months, and Mr. Busk would 
have no trial.

debate the house amendments were 
agreed to without the formality of a 
yea and nay vote. This is the final

The debate on the bill brought out 


earnest speeches from the silver ' Re- 
publican senators and frequent refer- 
ence to the break at the St. Louis con- 
vention. Mr. Dubois warned his for- 
mer Republican associates that the sil- 
ver Republicans had thrown off their 
old connections for good. 


Mr. Teller of Colorado referred to
